The measure, sponsored by Repre- 
sentative Carl Vinson, of Georgia, 
would plac’ the New York Cotton 
Exchange under the same strict fed- 
eral supervision and regulation as ‘now 
applies to grain exchange , notably 
the wheat pit of the Chicago board of 
trade. 

Senator Smith, a member of the 
special joint committee which investi- 
gated cotton trade conditions, an- 
bounced today that he would not press 
for the passage of his companion bill 
in the upper chamber, which means 
that both measures will in all prob- 
ability fail by default. Unless final 
approval of the Vingon bill is forth- 
coming in the senate hefore the con- 
stitutional adjournment March 4, it 
will be necessary for the legislation 
to be offered again in the house at 
the next session.

Governor Says , Conference 
Will Render Aid to Sorely 
‘Burdened People. 


Governor L. G. Hardman discussed 
the organization of the first agricul- 
tural congress, of landlord farmers 
and business executives of southern, 
southeastern and southwestern states 
which will convene here January 30, 
in an address over radio station WSK 
Thursday night, 

Speaking in behalf of the congress, 
the governor said: F 

“This congress promises more in the 
way of constructive work and worth- 
while results for the farmers anid 
business men than any effort in the 
past balf century or more. It brinzs 
together these two vital factors of 
our business life in an earnest en- 
deaver to harmonize the interests of 
each, thereby effecting mutual bene- 
fits for the people of the whole coun- 
try. 

“This congress, in its plans of pro- 
cedure, will prove a distinet depar- 
ture from features that have so often 
characterized former gatherings osten- 
sibly in the interest of agriculture. 
but in reality frequently dominated 
by demagoguery and petty matters. 

“The deliberations of the congress 
will be confined to conditions known 
to exist in farming and rural life af- 
fairs and will seek to establish such 
remedial and corrective measures of 
relief as are found to be the most 
practical; and provide methods of 
procedure looking to the earliest pos- 
sible stabilization and solvency of an 
agricultural industry.” 

The governor declared the congress 
would become .epochal, not only in 
“rendering the greatest possible’ aid 
to a people sorely burdened and des- 
perately perplexed by their material 
condition, but also initiating the finest 
and highest contact and comradeship 
between the urban and the rural re- 
gions, thus breaking down jealousies, 
prejud@ees and other lamentable 
causes that are handicapping both as 
citizens of a common republic.”

In Polo Rules 
By U.S. Board 


Rest Period Lengthened at 
Halves; Protest Right Is 
Given Only to Captain. 


New York, January 24.—(/)— 
Several changes in the rules of pole, 
most of them designed to clarify the 
wording of the rules, have been ap- 
proved by the excutive committee of 
the United States Polo association 
and will be effective immediately. 

Perhaps the most important is in 
ceneral rule No. 5, section B, which 
has been shortened to read: “Cap- 
tuins shall have the sole right to dis- 
cuss with the umpire questions aris- 
ing during the game.” A reference to 
the right to enter protests with the 
referee is eliminated. 

Another change allows for a half 
time rest period of eight minutes be- 
tween the fourth and fifth periods 
of a game, 

Field rule No. 16, section F, has 
been altered to allow a greater mar- 
gin of safety when one player enters 
the line of the ball in front of an- 
other. He is permitted to do so only 
when it “does not involve the possi- 
bility of a eollision or danger to eith- 
er player.’ Other changes in the field 
rules make it clear that the umpire 
must put the ball in play by bowling. 
it “underhand and hard.”

In Reno Fight 


Johnson Had Jeffries Licked 
On Feet, But He Was Not 
Counted Out. 


This is the only autobiography writ- 
ten by Tex Rickard: It was prepared in 
collaboration with Bozeman Bulger, for 
publication exclusively for The Consti- 
tution and The North American News- 
paper Alliance.

Stops Final Blow. 

“That's enough,” he said to me. 

Just as he said it Johnson had 

drawn back for a final blow and I 
caught his arm. That was the end of 
the fight. Jeffries was on his feet. 
It was scored a technical knockout, 
of course. In a few minutes Johnson 
would have had him out. Sam Ber- 
ger was very wise and sensible in 
stopping it when he did. 
For me the end of that famous 
fight was a great relief. My job of 
refereeing had been no trouble at all. 
The men fought cleanly and there was 
little for me ‘to do except keep them 
at it. 

The greatest relief, though, was 
that the fight, at last, had been suc- 
cessfully pulled off. I knew it was ‘a 
financial success before we entered 
the ring. Hundreds of those holding 
tickets for the fight in San Francis- 
co had exchanged their tickets for 
seats at Reno. The arena was full. 

At the very start of the fight 
Jeffries madé the mistake of trying to 
box with Johnson. The darky was en- 
tirely too clever for him. In the first 
round, however, Johnson was extreme- 
ly cautious. He feinted around to be 
sure of his ground. For three minutes 
he took no chances whatever. John- 
son was a very clever ring general. 
He was trying to see how far he 
could go. When Jeffries tried to box 
him Jack began to grin. 

Johnson Saw Victory. 

As the fight progressed Johnson 
knew he was going to win. Then his 
boyishness came to the surface. He 
could not resist making jokes. In one 
mixup Jeffries missed and Johnson 
socked him a good one.

lips parting in a big grin, “ain't no 
use in talking.

The Jeffries crowd still had hopes 
and were yelling encouragement from 
all parts of the arena.

When Richard Duvenant brought 
suit for divorce against his wife, the 
former Dorothy Willingtdén, in 1924, 
naming as co-respondent an Italian 
count, the New York tabloids added 
materially to their circulations. It 
will be remembered that Duvenant 
won his suit and received from the 
court, the custody of the two children, 
Fletcher, 8. and Jonathan, 4, in spite 
of their mother’s frantic battle to keep 
at least one of them. ‘This was in 
May, 1924. The aftermath of the 
suit, the kidnaping of Jonathan, the 
younger child, came two months Jater. 
Since news of the kidnaping has never 
yet been published, and since the af- 
fair involved a remarkable piece of 
deduction by one of the Duvenant pri- 
vate detectives, the details are here 
recounted for the first time. 

After the divorce Duvenant retained 
his magnificent estate in the Orange 
mountains of New Jersey, commuting 
daily to his Wall street office. yarly 
in 
ceived a telephone call from Thelma 
Lansen, Swedish governess to his chil- 
dren, who was in charge of them at 
the New Jersey estate. She was 


almost incoherent in her terrified an- | 


nouncement that the two boys had 
both disappeared while playing in the 
grounds of the estate twenty minutes 
hefore. Chauffeur, gardener, and all 
other servants were engaged in a 
frantic search of the countryside. Duv- 
enant ordered that the police be noti- 
fied and said that be was starting 
home at once. He then telephoned to 
the Norcross Detective agency, of 
Newark, N. J., five miles from his 
estate, and requested that operatives 
be rushed to his home by automobile. 
Duvenant reached home a little after 
three and fonnd John Norcross him- 
self already in charge of the investi- 
gations on the grounds. Fletcher, 
the older boy, had been found by the 
gardener, but Jonathan, his mother's 
favorite, was missing. Fletcher told 
the following story. 

He and Jonathan had been playing 
Indians, and he was hiding in ambush 
in the toolhouse while Jonathan was 
to ride up on his velocipede and be 
nttacked and sca@iped. He had waited 
a long time in the back of the tool- 
house, from which point he

counts.
